”It tells me that the years have not 
been wasted, and that people have ap- 
preciated the effort,” said Circuit Judge 
Sam Long following a retirement recep- 
tion and dinner held in his honor June 
28 in Grayson.

Known to friends and associates for 
his mild manner and amiable grin, Long 
is described variously by attorneys who 
have pled cases in his court as “courte- 
ous,” “serious,” “reserved,” “sometimes 
inscrutable,” but “always well-versed in 
the law.” 

“I can say Sam is one of the best in 
the state at what he does,” said Greenup 
attorney John McGinnis. 

McGinnis, who has been practicing 
law for 38 years and has pled cases be- 
forejudges all over the state, said, “Sam 
has never allowed himself to be swayed 
by public opinion — He does what he 
knows is right, and he’s one of our very 
finest.”

for these programs, but are eligible for 
cattle handling facilities and goat/sheep 
diversification. 

Grant amounts for each program will 
vary, but still must be matched dollar for 
dollar on a cost share basis. For example, 
if you are approved for $1,000 in fund- 
ing, you must spend $2,000 with docu- 
mented receipts to be reimbursed 
$1,000. It is roughly estimated that 
grants for hay storage will be $3,500 and 
$1,500 each for the cattle handling, goat/ 
sheep and fencing programs. All projects 
must fall within the state guidelines

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A Call For Revival 



Dear Mr. Kinner and 
Fellow Morgan Countians, 

This is an open letter to all in 
Morgan and surrounding counties 
who care about young people and 
their future. Six years ago I re- 
turned home with a vision to help 
meet the health care needs of our 
community and I have become 
more troubled with each passing 
day. Not a day passes that I don’t 
see someone in the under 25 gen- 
eration suffering from the pain of 
substance abuse, sexually trans- 
mitted infections, and worse, the 
depression and hopelessness of a 
life spent thinking no one cares 
about them. For the past year I 
have developed a tremendous 
burden for these young people. 
The past few months have found 
that burden increased each time I 
walk into an exam room. Two 
weeks ago the pastor and congre- 
gation of New Beginnings 
Church of God approached me to 
preach a youth revival. It seems 
they have the same burden for our 
young people that I have felt for 
some time. 

I want to take this time to pub- 
licly challenge the young people, 
parents, teachers, coaches, 
elected officials, business own- 
ers, and pastors and churches to 
respond to this call for revival 
among our young people the 
week of July 16-20, 2006. Only 
by showing our young folks that 
a higher hope exists can we ever 
hope to change the downward 
spiral that exists today. 

To our parents and young 
people, I challenge you to clear 
your calendar that week and 
come worship together. Bring 
your friends or neighbors whose 
parents may be absent or uncar- 
ing. To our teachers, I challenge 
you to come and show these 
young people that you care 
enough to sit with them and pray 
with them. I promise you that 
some of the problems in and out 
of the classroom will disappear. 
To our coaches, reschedule or 
cancel your practices and games 
that week. Load your teams up 
and bring them to church. I can 
promise you that an athlete 
settled and focused on God will 
do better on the playing field than 
one whose mind is on the siren 
call of the world. To our elected 
officials and public safety offic- 
ers, come sit with these young 
people and show them that people 
of importance care about them 
even before they can vote. Do 
you wear a “Rescue Hero” uni- 
form? Come pray with these 
young people before you meet 
them in the course of your job. 
You can change a life. My sons 
talk for days when a uniformed 
officer or firefighter takes time to 
speak to them. They remember 
every word said and every detail 
of the uniform. The teenagers lis- 
ten and watch you as well. Mr. 
and Mrs. Business owner give 
your employee the night off or let 
them leave early if they ask to 
come to revival. Has God blessed 
your business financially this 
year? How about buying a case 
of Bibles that week and make 
sure every person 25 and under 
who comes to service leaves with 
a Bible in their hand if they don’t 
have one. Or anonymously send 
pizza and soft drinks at the end 
of service one night so the young 
people can fellowship together 
for a while in a safe place. 

Finally, to our pastors and 
churches, it’s time to move. For 
several years now I have become 
dismayed as I listen to Christians

talk of their church services. Of- 
ten I hear it was a good service 
because the music was traditional 
or contemporary, the scripture 
used was the King’s English or 
contemporary translation, some- 
one spoke in tongues or didn’t, 
the pews were padded or they 
weren’t, the service was short or 
it was long. As Solomon would 
say, “Vanity, all vanity under the 
sun.” What they didn’t see was 
while agruing about these things 
was the teen searching for Jesus 
in that service who left with their 
eyes and head down and allowed 
despair to take over their life and 
enter that relationship with drugs 
or alcohol or sex. Recent research 
from the Barna Group tells us that 
by age 14 most young people 
have made a decision about what 
direction they want to go with 
Christ. It is this same age at which 
decisions regarding behaviors 
such as smoking, drugs, alcohol, 
sexual relationships, etc., are also 
formed. If courageous enough, 
ask a local middle school student 
what they see and hear on a daily 
basis in the halls of the middle 
school. This is a wake up call 
about where our youth ministries 
should focus. 

I had the fortune to talk with a 
pastor a few weeks ago who had 
the vision of moving his church 
from “country club work” (i.e. 
making the pews more comfort- 
able, the music better, the ser- 
mons sweet and meekly) to King- 
dom work (saving the lost, help- 
ing the unfortunate, reaching out 
a hand in time of need). Pastors 
and churches, it’s time for King- 
dom work. For one week all de- 
nominational differences should 
cease. Scripture tells us that for 
anything in the Kingdom to pros- 
per it has to be done in unity. This 
means unity within each local 
church and the universal church. 
If we want to make a difference 
in our local youth we must be- 
come one. Support this revival. If 
your church has a bus ministry, 
run your buses this week and 
bring teens and young adults to 
revival. If you have talented 
young people who like to sing or 
do skits, see if they can be part of 
the services. Don’t be afraid of 
another church “stealing” your 
young people. I promise you will 
not lose these young people to 
another church. You will be re- 
membered as the pastor or church 
that cared enough to take them or 
their friends to revival where they 
came to know Christ. They will 
come back to your churches and 
bring their friends because they 
know you care! 

Call me a nut, or a fool, or 
whatever. Just make sure you call 
me a nut or fool for Jesus. May 
God truly bring revival and re- 
newal to Morgan County. God 
bless you and your families as 
you pray for the success of this 
revival.

Beautyberry plant 
keeps pesky insects 
away, study finds 



As biting bugs swarm the U.S. 
and concerns over insect-borne 
diseases continue, a traditional 
folk remedy that has been used 
in Mississippi for more than a 
century may help. 

“Scientists at the United States 
Department of Agriculture- Agri- 
culture Research Service housed 
at the National Center for Natu- 
ral Products Research at the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi have iso- 
lated compounds in the American 
beautyberry plant, Callicarpa 
americana, that may keep 
chomping insects away,” reports 



Newswise, a research-reporting 
service. 

Charles Cantrell, an ARS 
chemist in Oxford, said, “Tradi- 
tional folklore remedies many 
times are found to lead nowhere 
following scientific research. The 
beautyberry plant and its ability 
to repel mosquitoes is an excep- 
tion. We actually identified natu- 
rally occurring chemicals in the 
plant responsible for this activ- 
ity.” To make a repellent for mass 
consumption, a product must be 
registered with the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency and there 
needs to be a cost-effective manu- 
facturing procedure, Newswise 
noted.

WITCHCRAFT. “A common 
superstition in early Morgan 
County was the belief in sorcery 
or witchcraft,” Arthur C. Johnson 
wrote in his local history book. 

The belief, he noted, dated 
back to the Old Testament of the 
Bible (Exodus 22:18, 1 Samuel 
28). It was brought to Morgan by 
early pioneers, and remained un- 
til the end of the 19th century or 
even later. 

Most often a “witch” was an 
old woman. Frequently, a local 
man was believed able to break a 
witch’s charm or spell. His aid 
was sought when a person or ani- 
mal was thought to be bewitched. 

Johnson relates a story about 
his great-great-uncle, Lewis 
Smith, who was at work in a field 
about 1850. 

“He lay down to rest and 
dozed off to sleep,” Johnson 
wrote. “While he was sleeping, 
he thought that a certain which 
of the neighborhood of Smith 
Creek came to him in the form of 
a goose and shot him in the shoul- 
der with a navy bean. He awoke 
with a severe pain in his shoul- 
der and hurried home, where he 
became hysterical. He would cry 
that the witch was in the house

and plead that she not be allowed 
to shoot him again.” 

Apparently, Smith had expe- 
rience a common nightmare, and 
then became - as Johnson diag- 
nosed - “hysterical.” Therefore, 



as Smith’s condition was imagi- 
nary, it soon abated. 

Meanwhile, Smith’s brother, 
Elisha (Johnson’s great-grandfa- 
ther) was sent to fetch the witch 
doctor. That man supposedly 
foretold that Lewis would be bet- 
ter, but cautioned him not to lend 
anything to suspected witch. Ac- 
cording to a handed-down tale, 
the woman came to borrow some 
items, was refused, but snatched 
up a soap paddle and ran away 
with it. Then Lewis had a relapse, 
Johnson wrote, “and the witch 
doctor had to be consulted again.” 

Today such superstitions 
should be laughable. Yet others 
may still prevail, despite the en- 
lightenment that science and rea- 
son are increasingly able to bring.

Judge Long

Long. He said that even with 
the addition of Family Court, 
which now handles domestic 
cases, the number of felony cases 
coming before him has continued 
to rise. Although he has been 
criticized on rare occasions by the 
daily press, Long said he has no 
problem with reporters doing 
their job. The problem is when 
they publish something that 
makes the job of handling a case 
more difficult, he said. 

Long also noted that personal 
health issues (a heart problem) 
experienced during his last term 
played a part in his decision to 
retire and noted that he is one of 
several judges across the state 
who are retiring early due to a 
budget nuance. The cost of liv- 
ing payments forjudges who re- 
tire after July 1 would be $2,700 
less for the year than if they 
stepped down on or before June 
30. 

Observers say that had Judge 
Long decided to seek reelection, 
the race would have been his 
without opposition. But Long, 
said he felt that “after twenty- 
eight and a half years, It’s time 
to step down.” 

Long said perhaps the most 
difficult case he ever dealt with 
was that of Scott Pennington, a 
former East Carter student who 
shot and killed a teacher and a 
custodian while holding a class 
hostage in 1993. It was one of the 
first acts of school violence to 
gain national attention. 

Some of those at Long’s retire- 
ment dinner recalled humorous 
incidents from his long career. 

As an illustration that even be- 
fore his days as a judge, Long 
knew his way around the law, 
Alvis Trusty, an old friend, likes 
to tell the story of how Long, who 
had just passed the bar exam be- 
fore he and Trusty were drafted 
to serve in the Vietnam War, used 
his legal knowledge to pull one 
over on his drill sergeant. 

“The 1st Sergeant didn’t like 
any recruits, especially one with 
a college degree,” Trusty said. 
“He said, ‘Long, if you ever make 
officer, I’m going to salute you 
backward.’” 

Trusty said Long had and in- 
stant reply. 

“He said, ‘Sergeant, if I make 
officer, and you do that, I’ll have 
you court- martialed.’” Trusty 
said with a laugh, “The sergeant 
actually cracked a smile and told 
Sam he was right.” 

And then there’s the incident 
recalled by Grayson attorney 
Mike Fox that illustrates another 
side of Sam Long. 

It happened a few years ago. 
“Not many people had cell 
phones at that time,” Fox re- 
called. “But one attorney had 
one — an expensive one that he 
carried with him at all times — 
even in court — and he would al- 
ways forget to turn the ringer off. 
After the third time the phone’s 
ringer went off in his court, Judge 
Long had a quiet talk with the 
bailiff and said, ‘If it goes off 
again, I want you to confiscate it 
and bring it to me.’” 

“Sure enough, at the next rule 
day, court proceedings were in- 
terrupted by the cell phone,” Fox 
said. “As the lawyer reached to 
turn it off, the bailiff approached 
him, confiscated the phone, and 
took it and placed it on the judge’s 
bench. Jaws dropped as those in 
the courtroom watched Judge 
Long arise, take his gavel and 
proceed to beat the phone to 
pieces.” 

Fox said the courtroom was 
deathly quiet. “You could have 
heard a pin drop, as Judge Long 
turned his gaze on the startled 
lawyer and said, ‘Well, Mr. 

, I guess you’ll not bring 

that phone back into my court 
again, will you?”’ 

It was more than a little out of 
character for Long, but his col- 
leagues’ shock turned to chuck- 
les when court proceedings were 
over and Judge Long called the 
“victim” of his wrath” to the 
bench and handed him back his 
expensive cell phone. The one 
Long busted was a fake. 

“The fellow never again 
brought a cell phone into Judge 
Long’s courtroom,” Fox said. 

Circuit Judge John David 
Caudill of Prestonsburg has been 
appointed to handle Long’s cases 
until a replacement is appointed. 
A special judicial nominating 
committee selected from the three 
counties of the 37th District will 
meet soon to choose three poten- 
tial candidates to fill out Long’s 
unexpired term. Kentucky Chief 
Justice Joseph Lambert will then 
appoint one of the nominees to 
fill out the term, which expires 
Dec. 31.

adopted by the Morgan 
County Agricultural Develop- 
ment Council as outlined in the 
application packet. 

Applications can be obtained 
at the Morgan County Extension 
Office (110 Court St.), the Mor- 
gan County Judge Executive’s 
Office (450 Prestonsburg St.), and 
farm stores beginning July 24. All 
grants must be postmarked by Au- 
gust 1 1 and mailed to the County 
Judge’s office 450 Prestonsburg 
St., West Liberty, KY 41472. Ap- 
plications must be fully com- 
pleted and a farm serial number 
must be supplied. Hand delivered 
applications will not be accepted. 
Delivery confirmation is high en- 
couraged. 

Mandatory educational meet- 
ings will be offered by the Exten- 
sion Service. The dates of these 
meetings will be announced in the 
approval letter. The Council will 



meet monthly September through 
December on the second Tuesday 
to approve receipts. Payment 
from the Morgan County Fiscal 
Court who is serving as the ad- 
ministering agency will be made 
within thirty days of notification 
from the Council. Receipts must 
submitted by December 8, 2006 
for reimbursement. Reimburse- 
ment will not be made until all 
required report forms are com- 
pleted. All grants are considered 
income and an IRS form 1099 
will be issued by January 31, 
2007.

Christian Appalachian Project may 
hurt poor, rural folk, opines writer

Wouldn’t It Be Nice 

Wouldn’t it be nice to be sure 
of anything as some are of ev- 
erything? 



The Christian Appalachian 
Project has been hailed in news- 
paper, magazine and wire-service 
stories for decades. Now, an ar- 
ticle in National Catholic Re- 
porter suggests that it does more 
harm than good, and raises other 
questions about how poor, rural 
areas get help — and can become 
dependent on it. 

The Christian Appalachian 
Project, started by Fr. Ralph 
Beiting back in 1964, began in 
response to the poor living con- 
ditions of those in Eastern Ken- 
tucky. In the years that followed, 
government aid arrived in many 
forms. “These government pro- 
grams probably helped some 
people, but ultimately they de- 
stroyed the spirit of the proud 
mountain residents, who used to 
disdain any outside aid,” writes 
Lucy Fuchs, who worked with 
Beiting ’s organization. “Today 
most observers will say that the 
single greatest harm to the Ap- 
palachian people can be said in 
one word: welfare.” 

“The word ‘welfare’ is no 
longer used, but there are still 
many commodities and other 
forms of assistance given to the 
poor, and most people seem to 



like such assistance very much. 
This was perhaps one of the first 
things we learned as we got to 
know the East Kentuckians. 
People say, without embarrass- 
ment of any kind, that they 
‘draw,’ meaning they receive 
government assistance. Others 
are appalled that with the new 
rules there is a time limit on such 
assistance. I have even heard 
some healthy people say they 
would like to be on disability just 
so that they would not have to 
work anymore,” she continues. 

After working one year with 
the Christian Appalachian 
Project, Fuchs says she realized 
the program creates dependence 
and poverty for some. “Instead of 
somebody like me teaching GED, 
what Kentucky needs is better 
schools. Instead of employment 



with the Christian Appalachian 
Project, Kentuckians need more 
job opportunities and improve- 
ment in those jobs that are al- 
ready available. Kentucky needs 
more people who are appalled at 
mountaintop removal, the succes- 
sor to strip mining (although 
much worse), rather than people 
who seem to feel they are help- 
less to do anything about it,” she 
opines. 

Ultimately, Fuchs, a professor 
emerita of education from St. Leo 
University in Florida, admits no 
easy solution to Appalachia’s 
struggles exists. She writes, “I 
learned in East Kentucky that it 
is not a simple task to help the 
poor. Even using the term ‘poor’ 
for these people is problematic. 
Who wants to be defined only by 
their financial status?

While the status of quarter- 
back Andy Fannin has garnered 
much of the preseason concerns, 
Woods knows its defense that 
will win games. The Cougar 
coach lost plenty of talent to 
graduation and is working to fill 
many holes. 

“When you lose kids like 
Brandon Allen, Jon Nickell, 
Devan Adkins, and Blake 
McCowan, it’s hard to make up 
for that talent,” said Wood. “But 
we’ve got kids capable of step- 
ping up and that’s what we’ll 
have to do.” 

Wood says players like Wes 
Montgomery, Clay Adkins, 
Charles Gilbert, John Robert 
Henderson, and Ryan Buckler 



will play vital roles this fall. 
Montgomery and Henderson will 
anchor the secondary, while Gil- 
bert brings leadership and expe- 
rience to the defensive front. 
Wood says you certainly can’t 
overlook the potential contribu- 
tions of Michael Paul Fugate, 
who the coach calls “a quiet 
playmaker who simply does his 
job.” 

As for practice itself, Wood 
has had about 17 kids this week 
as the players have conditioned 
with helmets. Next week, they’ll 
also don the shoulder pads. The 
coach says he feels this team is 
on a “big uphill climb,’ but they’ll 
push through it and prepare as 
best they can. 

The Cougars will open the 
season against Rowan County 
August 18.

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Better Without 
Rondo? 

When Kentucky’s Rajon 
Rondo was taken by the Phoenix 
Suns (then traded to Boston)_ in 
the opening round of the NBA 
draft, Tubby Smith lost one of the 
most gifted point guards he’d ever 
coached. As a Wildcat, the sopho- 
more averaged 11 points and an 
SEC-leading five assists per 
game. But perhaps the most 
amazing aspect about Rajon’s 
game is his rebounding skills. At 
only 6’1”, the Louisville native 
led his team in boards, including 
a single- game record for a 
guard — 19 rebounds — early in 
the season. 

But even with the skills he 
possessed, will the Wildcats be 
better off without him? Rumors 
swirled all season in Lexington 
about Rondo’s attitude toward his 
teammates. More than once, sto- 
ries circulated about his behavior 
in practice and alleged alterca- 
tions with teammates. And while 
his obvious talent was never ques- 
tioned, his leadership skills and 
ability go get along with other 
players became a regular topic of 
debate. Tubby’s benching of 
Rondo late in the season raised a 
host of questions about his point 
guard’s effort and willingness to 
be a team leader. 

Perhaps it was time for Rondo 
to take his game to the NBA. As 
a first-round selection and the 
first true point guard taken in the 
draft, Rajon will sign a guaran- 
teed three-year deal worth over 
one million dollars. Rondo be- 
comes the 20th Wildcat to be 
taken in the first round of the 
draft, and the first since Tayshaun 
Prince went as the 23rd overall 
selection to the Detroit Pistons 
four years ago. While Rajon’s 
shooting skills leave a lot to be 
desired, that’s not the reason he 
was drafted. The Celtics feel they 
have landed the best ball-handler 
and defender in college basket- 
ball. Boston general Manager 
Danny Ainge gives Rondo high 
praise, saying he has the poten- 
tial to be a “great NBA player.” 

As a freshman, I think we all 
knew that Rondo’s stay at UK 
would be a brief one. And as tal- 
ented as he was, I’m convinced 
Kentucky can be a better team 
without him. Junior guard Ramel 
Bradley should fill the void left 
by Rajon — and do so without the 
controversy. I certainly wish 
Rajon the best in his professional 
endeavors. He’s an incredible tal- 
ent who should excel in the NBA.

Deer are not pets; don’t try 
to ‘rescue’ baby animals 



People who find deer fawns in 
the weeds at this time of year 
should leave them alone. Not 
only is taking a fawn from the 
wild bad for the animal, but it is 
against the law to keep a wild 
deer as a pet. Because the Ken- 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources discourages 
people from removing baby ani- 
mals from the wild, the depart- 
ment does not issue permits for 
deer found in the wild. 

Those who believe that they 
are “rescuing” an abandoned 
baby animal by taking it home 
may be ensuring that the deer 
does not survive. These Good 
Samaritans may actually be tak- 
ing the fawn away from its 
mother. Pen-raised deer have 
practically no chance of survival 
in the wild. 

“Some people who don’t 
know better will pick fawns up,” 
said David Yancy, assistant deer 
coordinator with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “They pick them up 
and the mother is probably 
watching them from the nearby 
woods. She’s definitely within 
earshot and will usually come 
running if the fawn bleats. The 
young animal is almost never 
abandoned.” 

Female deer give birth from 
late May to early July. The peak 
of births occurs in mid-June and 
Kentuckians often find newborn 
fawns in tall grass at this time of 
year. The mother of the fawn is 
often nowhere in sight. 

The mother leaves the fawn if 
she feels threatened by the ap- 
proach of a human or a predator 
during morning and evening 
nursing sessions. She wants the 
threatening presence to follow 
her and not endanger her fawn. 

She also doesn’t want to at- 
tract undue attention to her fawns, 
so she stays away from them for 
hours at a time during the day 
while she feeds and rests. The 
fawns lay low in the grass and 
their spots help to camouflage 
them. 

“They’ve evolved to remain 
bedded for the first few weeks of 
life,” Yancy explained. “The 
fawn hides in the grass from 
predators and is scentless. If you 
find one, leave it alone. If you 
find one while mowing your hay 
field, pick it up and put it some- 
where nearby where you won’t be 
mowing. The mother will return 
and find it in the evening.” 

The worst thing people can do 
is to pick up the fawn and try to 
raise it on their own. Humans are 
poor substitutes for the fawn’s 
natural mother. 

“It always ends badly for ei- 
ther the human or the deer,” 
Yancy said. “It is also illegal. The 



only people who can have deer 
in captivity are rehabilitators or 
someone with a captive cervid 
(deer) permit.” 

The same applies if a person 
finds a fawn in another state and 
is tempted to bring it back home. 
Anew law which takes effect July 
12 makes it a felony to bring a 
live deer, including a fawn, into 
Kentucky. 

The fawn that weighs 6 to 8 
pounds in June will grow to 65 
to 75 pounds by fall. The follow- 
ing summer, the deer is mature 
and may weigh 125 pounds. A 
mature buck deer can be danger- 
ous. “They can hurt you,” Yancy 
said. “They start tearing up things 
like their pen, eating gardens and 
exhibiting other destructive be- 
havior. They can seriously injure 
a person with their antlers and 
hooves. They are going to try to 
show you that they are domi- 
nant.” 

People who find an injured 
fawn or other animal and want 
someone to care for it should not 
bring it to the Salato Wildlife 
Education Center in Frankfort. 
The Center does not take in or- 
phaned or injured animals. 

To find the nearest rehabilita- 
tor permitted to care for injured 
wild animals, log onto Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife’s website at 
fw.ky.gov. Click on the “wildlife” 
tab on the left side of the home 
page, then click on the “rehabili- 
tation” tab for a list of wildlife 
rehabilitators across Kentucky. 

The best thing a person can do 
if they encounter a baby deer is 
to leave the deer fawn alone. 
Mother Nature will take care of 
young deer much better than hu- 
mans.

Therapy contracts are 
awarded; $400,000 is 
requested for technology

Morgan County Board of Edu- 
cation members approved con- 
tracts for physical, occupational 
and speech therapy for the up- 
coming school year during their 
regular July 10 meeting. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe 
Dan Gold said contracts were 
awarded on an as-needed basis to 
Kristy Jackson for health coun- 
seling and family screenings 
through school family resource 
centers; Crigger/Mullins, of 
Paintsville, for speech therapy at 
East Valley Elementary School; 
Linda Hatton, of Hatco Therapy 
Services, for occupational 
therapy; and Covington Therapy 
Services for occupational 
therapy. 

Gold also said a contract was 
awarded to licensed clinical psy- 
chologist C. Christopher Allen, of 
Lexington, to evaluate students 
with disabilities. 

In other business, members 
discussed the New Market Tax 
Credit, which promotes the in- 
stallation of new classroom tech- 
nology, such as the electronic 
Smartboard. Under this plan, 
schools can apply for technology 
funds and repay only half of the 
money after five years. 

“We have requested $400,000 
to equip classrooms through this 
program,” Gold said. “We want 
to put Smartboards in Morgan 
Central Elementary School when
